Washington, D. C., April 21.—[{Special.)— 
Persistent and unfounded rumors of the 
forced retirement of Assistant Postmaster 
General Wynne are in circulation here. They 
are to the effect that Mr. Wynne will be 
forced to retire when A. W. Machen, super- 
intendent of the free delivery service, leaves 
the department, as a result of the postal 
scandals now being probed. 

Strong efforts have been made by design- 


friction between Postmaster General Payne 
and Mr. Wynne. Those who are deeply in- 
terested in having the investigation stopped 
have sought to create the impression that 
Mr. Wynne is attempting to investigate the 
conduct in office of his chief, Mr. Payne. 

It is well known here that efforts have 
been made to éause friction between the post- 
master general and his first assistant by 
these methods. They have failed igno- 
miniously, for complete harmony exists be- 
tween Mr. Payne and Mr. Wynne. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has given positive instruc- 
tions to probe the scandal to the bottom. 
This will be done, notwithstanding the ma- 
licious rumors circulated for the purpose of 
stopping the investigation, and Mr. Payne 
has officially declared that the guilty officials 
shall be punished. Those who know the facts 
are aware that Mr. Wynne is largely re- 
sponsible for the investigation, and his efforts 
to put the department on a business basis are 
appreciated both by the president and Post- 
master General Payne. Instead of being 
displeased they are grateful to Mr. Wynne 
for his course, and nothing whatever has de- 
veloped to cause his forced retirement. 

Mr. Wynne is not a quitter,“ and those 
who know him best are aware he proposes 
to administer his office in a lawful manner 
and that he does not propose to retire because

YOUNG CLERGYMEN TOO sEIIL- 
FUL FOR ST. VINCENT STUDENTS. 


Boys Are Hundicappea by Having 
Father Carney Play First in Clerie- 
al Garb, as They Inetinctively Stop 
to Salute Him and Thus Lose Many 
Bases—Other Ministerial Players 
Wear the Uniforms of Their College 
Daye—Specta tors Are Enthusiastic.

zations made by D. M. Parry, president of 
the Manufacturers’ association. The oc- 


delegates to the convention of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron, Steel, and Tin 
Workers, now being held in this city. 

Senator Hanna virtually declared Mr. 
Parry did not know what he was talking 
about, and read several extracts to show 
how untenable was the position assumed by 
the head of the manufacturers’ organiza- 
tion. 

He began by sketching the growth of the 
Civic federation, called attention to the fact 
that it had its origin in Chicago, and dwelt 
at length on the good it had done in various 
cities in the way of improving municipal 
government as well as settling labor qiar- 


rels. 

Commends Working Men. 

He also commended the attitude of the 
workingmen, who had offered to submit to 
arbitration their disputes with employers. 
He continued: 

Strikes since you were organized. That is a 
great record. There are many who criticise, 
many unbelievers and doubters as to the 
fruition of this great question, but my reply 
to them is that the mem who at long range 
criticise and doubt the future of a settlement 
of this great question only demonstrate their 
ignorance They do not know the workings 


of it. 
Says Parry Is Misinformed. 

“ As an evidence of that, with your permis- 
sion, I want to allude to the recent utter- 
ances of the president of an organization 
known as the Manufacturers’ association. I 
have nothing personal against Mr. Parry. I

Once thoroughly alive to the true na- 
ture of this un-American institution of or- 
ganized labor as at present conducted, the 
people, I firmly believe, will place their 
stamp of disapproval upon it and it will 
dwindle in. power faster than it grew.’ 
“We will see. In controversion of those 
statements I am able to bear witness to 
facts that within the last two years in con- 
nection with this work of the Civic federa- 
tion it has been demonstrated that this ques- 
tion of the interest of organized or unorgan- 
ized labor has received more thoughtful and 
careful consideration from all classes of the 
American people than ever before. 

“If I had the time to recount in detail the 
difficulties that have been overcome and 
the advancement that has been made in 
the settlement of disputes, in bringing closer 
together the employer and the employé6; if 1 
could state those facts and ask the gentle- 
man who makes these statements what he 
had to say in reply, furnishing proof, I would 
fire him out of court. 


Employers Favor Unions. 
It is true that today, within my knowl- 
edge, the men who control the greatest in- 


‘industrial affairs’ everything that enters 
into our industrial development, transporta- 
tion, and manufacturing—are satisfied that 


are satisfied that they have been totally 
prejudiced, and are ready to codperate, ready 
to give up the prejudices of the past, and, 
witnessing the proofs that have come from

By opposing 
the — bill they are practically mini- 
mizing any chance there may be for munici- 
pal ownership at this session of the general 
assembly. 

Rush to Clear Up Work.

The banquet’ was in honor of Wilfiam J. 
Stone and representative democrats from all 
parts of the state were present. It was long 
after mid t when Mr. Bryan rose to 
speak. He said in part: 

What we need in this nation is moral 
courage among men. We need moral cour- 


age more than ability, and we want the kind 


of moral courage that will fight for honest 
democratic principles. .In your junior sena- 
tor, William Joel Stone, you have in Missour! 
a man who possesses both moral courage 
and ability. 


Denounces the “Pretenders.” 


Jam glad that you have harmony in this 
State. I believe the democrats of Missouri 
give the best idea of how to secure harmony 
among the democrats of the nation. I be- 
lieve in harmony. The democratic bed !s 
wide enough for all.who want to come in, 
but we do not want to have to sit up nights 
to keep certain pretenders from picking our 
pockets. We invite all who ve strayed 
from the fold to come back if they so desire, 
but we want them to stay in after they come. 

We have had enough of Clevelandism 
in the democratic party. We had four years 
of Cleveland, and after his administration 
was over we found ourselves weaker than 
we had ever been before, because we had 
been betrayed. These so-called harmoniz- 
ers—Cleveland and his followers—showed 
their nearness to republicanism by desert- 
ing us in our hour of greatest need and sup- 
porting the republican party.

(The wreck on the Erie railroad on Mon- 


‘day, which cost eight lives, can safely ‘be 


classified ag preventable. The signal ap- 
paratus was doubtless not at fault; the 
instructioiis to the switch operator and the 
train hands probably were sufficient; but 
‘$f reports are correct the road is no less 
responsible for the disaster, which, it is 
gaid, was directly due to a 17. year old boy 
in its employ. The boy, who was on duty 
in the signal tower, made a mistake in 
judgment. He thought a freight train on 
the main line had run on a siding and gave 
the signal, which resulted in the collision 
with the express. 

Perhaps the railroad will plead that it 
connot prevent blunders by its employés, 
and that so long as humanity is fallible 
wrecks will occur. There would be a meas- 


urs of truth in the contention, but it is the 


duty of railroads to put trained men in 
signal towers, not beardless boys. For the 
sake of economy, perhaps, an employé, 
whose judgment was immature and whose 
experience was brief, was put to guard the 
lives’ of hundreds of persons. Eight are 
dead in consequence. THe TRIBUNE does 
not say that grown-men never make mis- 
takes—they often make frightful ones—but 
it submits that in positions of responsibil- 
ity, where experience, coolness, and quick, 
sound judgment are needed, men shall be 
employed instead of boys. E 


| DEAL’ FAIRLY WITH ST. CHARLES. 

An appropriation of $150,000 is not 
enough for the St. Charles home and school 
for delinquent s. It isnot customary for 
taxpayers to find fault with legislatures for 
scaling down appropriations, but they will 
protest, and protest vigorously, against 
false economy which will cripple the work 
at St. Charles. The institution was found- 

ed by taxpayers and hes received liberal 
gifts from them. 

The trustees of the school asked the leg- 
islature for $785,000, which was probably 
more than they expected to get. The house 
appropriations committee agreed to $500,- 
000, which the senate committee has cut to 
$150,000. Judge Tuthill left last night to 
urge the senate to deal more liberally with 
am institution in which he takes a paternal 
interest. With $500,000 it can look after 
800 wayward boys, many of whom now go 
to the state reformatory, or for bad boys 
who are left on the streets. The legislature 
should give the St. Charles home and school 
$500,000. It will be money well invested in 
the conversion into good citizens of boys 
who are on the way to become criminals. 


THE CANAL TREATY. 

It is nearly time for the Colombian con- 
gress to meet to act on the canal treaty. 
It is believed that the congress will convene 
about May 1. Bogota is not so remote 
geographically as many places from which 
newspaper readers get daily news. Little 
inteligence comes from Bogota, and what 
does come comes slowly, and is not always 
tworthy. No American journal has 
ken so deep an interest in the Panama 
aal as to send a correspondent to the 


=='Oolombian capital to study the situation 


and report on it. That is due no doubt to 
‘the general impression that a treaty by 
which Colombia will gain so much will not 
be rejected. Furthermore, while the Amer- 
au senate may refuse to ratify a treaty 
which the president is most anxious to have 
it consider favorably, a Colombian congress 
Is not likely to antagonize a president who, 
if he sees fit, can throw the congressmen 
into jail. It is generally assumed that since 
the Colombian president negotiated the 
treaity he will attend to its ratification. 
The Colombian chargé d'affaires at 
Washington says he has advices from home 
. to the effect that the opposition to the treaty 
la quite strong. The state department, 
which must be in reecipt of constant ad- 
vices, is informed that the opposition is not 
powerful enough to be effective. That 
probably is the ease. If the unexpected 
were to happen and the treaty be rejected 
e isthmian canal situation would indeed 
‘be a complicated one. The public, which

RESPECT/ THE CITY'S WISHES. 
Six years ago the general assembly un- 
dertook to regulate the traction question 
in Chicago. In doing so it disregarded 
the expressed wishes of the mayor and 
the council, the authorized representatives 
of the city, and assumed that it could han- 
dle a local matter more intelligently than 
they could. The experiment was not a 
success. It hurt the reputation of the 
general assembly that tried it. The legis- 
lature of 1899 practically apologized‘ to 
Chicago by repealing the distasteful meas- 
ure its predecessor had passed. K 

The lesson of 1897-99 should have been 
a lasting one, but it is not. There are still 
legislators who cherish the delusion that 
they understand the special needs of Chi- 
cago better than Chicagoans do, and that 
when the city asks for legislation to enable 
it to deal more satisfactorily with a local 
subject like the traction question the 
representatives of the city do not really 
know what they want and may properly 
be given something they have not asked 
for. 

The council has said by a unanimous 
vote that in its opinion the Lindly munici- 
pal ownership bill “is inadequate and by 
its terms fails of the purpose for which 


operate street railroads is desired. That 
ought to end the matter, so far as the Lind- 
ly bill is concerned. Chicago has spoken 
and said it does not want that bill. Past 
experience has proved that it is not ex- 
pedient to force on the city a law it is al- 
together opposed to. 

If the legislature does not see fit to grant 
the city the right to own and operate street 
railroads its adverse decision will have to 
be submitted to. But if the legislature 
says it will grant the authority it must do 
so effectively in a bill which, as the coun- 
cil says, “correctly expresses the wishes 
of the people.” The legislature must not 
insult the city by refusing it the bill it asks 
for and giving it one which is “ inadequate.” 


JUDGE CARTER SUSTAINED. 

The Illinois Supreme court has decided 
una nimously that as regards one particu- 
lar question Judge Carter knows the law 
and Judge Hamecy does not. No sooner 
were the arguments at an end than the 
Supreme court gave its decision to the ef- 
fect that Judge Hamecy had no authority 
to enjoin the counting of the ballots in the 
Sixth congressional district, amd that, as a 
comsequence, the election commissioners 
and others who disregarded the injunction 
were not in contempt. The Supreme court 
has spoken, and henceforth ne court of 
chancery in Illinois will attempt to inter- 
vene in an election case and say that ballots 
shall not be counted. 

The general public knows nothing of the 
limits of chancery jurisdiction. When law- 
yers or judges disagree on the subject it is 
incompetent to decide between them, but it 
cam appreciate the practical consequences. 
of the extension of chancery jurisdiction in 
certain cases. When Judge Carter ad- 
vised the election commissioners to disre- 
gard Judge Hanecy’s injunction on the 
ground that it was void, he said: 
If every one of the twenty-six judges in this 
county having chancery jurisdiction had the right 
under the law to interfere with elections it is 
doubtful if any election could ever be held. Chan- 
cery courts are not so constituted that they can 
@ispose of questions as rapidly and summarily 
as the proper conduct of elections requires. 

That remark appealed to intelligent peo- 
ple. Bearing it in mind, they will be well 
pleased that the Supreme court has decid- 
ed that judges with chancery jurisdiction 
shall keep their hands off election contests 
and let the proper tribunals dispose of them. 


FOURTH SUPREME COURT DISTRICT. 
The legislature has changed the bounda- 
ries of the Fourth Supreme court district. 
It is alleged that its action is in violation 
of the constitution. It authorizes the gen- 
eral assembly to change “the boundaries 
of the districts,” but says it must be done 
“ at the session next preceding the election 
for judges therein, and at uo other time.” 
There is to be an election in the Fourth 
district month after next, but iu no other 
district. The boundaries of that district 
cannot be changed without altering those 
of an adjoining district in which no elec- 
tion is to be held this year. Hence it is 
argued that the legislature cannot consti- 
tutionally do what it has done. 

There would be no difficulty about the 
matter if the terms of the judges ended at 
the same time, but they do not. One will 
be elected this year, five in 1906, and one 
in.1909. If territory cannot be transferred 
to or from a district in which an election 
is to be held to or from one in which an 
election is not to be held. the boundaries 
of the district in which an election is to 
be held this year and of the one in which 
a judge is to be chosen in 1909 never can 
be changed without altering the constitu- 
tion, no matter how great may be the need 
for a change. That is an absurdity the 
Supreme court hardly will sanction. It will 
hold that the constitution imposes impos- 
sible conditions on the legislature. 

The rules for the construction of statutes 
say that general provisions, terms, phrases, 
and expressions shall be liberally construed 
so the true meaning and intent of the fram- 
ers may be fully carried out. They say 
also that words importing the plural num- 
ber may include the singular. It will be 
an easy matter for the Supreme court 
judges to hold that the boundaries of one- 
district can lawfully be changed prior to 
the election of the judge therein, although 
that will necessitate changing the bounda- 
ries of another district. 3 


SOUTHERN EDUCATIONAL MOVEMENTS. 

Educational movements of various kinds 
are looking up in the south. Mr. Booker T. 
Washington, who is now on à tour through 
the north, is arousing widespread interest in 
his Tuskegee institute, and securing much 


| valuable assistance, and there is a general 


disposition in some parts of the south itself 
to recognize the importance of his work 
as one of the factors im the solution of the 
race problem. Today the session of the 
conference for education in the south will 
begin at Richmond, Va.

If a citizen of IIlinois is killed in an ac- 
cident, the limit to the compensation re- 
coverable by his heirs is $5,000. A bill 
was introduced into the present legislature 
removing the $5,000 limit and providing 
that there should be no limit at all. This 
bill will not be passed. The people who 
are glad that it will not be passed are few. 
It is not fatal to be few, however, if at the 
same time one is influential. This means. 
of overcoming fewness is in the possession 
of the people who are against the no limit 
bill. 

It is probable, therefore, that the only 

death liability bill which will be passed by 

the present legislature is the one which 

fixes the limit at $10,000. Anything is bet- 

ter than nothing. The people will be glad 

to see the $10,000 limit bill go through. 
They will not be able, however, to . 
their eyes to the injustices which the death 
liability laws of IIlinois will still continue 
to effect. 

A competent and popular surgeon loses 
his hand in a railway wreck. With proper 
legal advice his chances of recovering more 
than $10,000 are good. He can show that 
his means of livelihood has been destroyed. 
But suppose he had simply been killed. 
His widow would have to make $10,000 
the uttermost limit of her claim.

The royal couple will not reside at Holy- 
rood, but will stay at Dalkeith palace, the 
Scotch country seat of the duke and duchess 
of Buccleuch, about six miles distant from 
the Scotch metropolis, and which has been 
placed at their disposal by the duke for the 
purpose. But they will drive into Edinburg 
every day, and hold courts and levees at 
Holyrood, the

The new ameer of Afghanistan has re-

Until now the relations of the ameer have 
been exclusively through the viceroy of 
India and the foreign office at Calcutta, a 
condition of affairs which was deeply re- 
sented by the late ameer and by his present 
successor, since it practically places Afghan- 
istan, diplomatically speaking, on the same 
level as the tributary and semi-independent 
or vassal states of India. : 
Lord Salisbury, however, absolutely de- 
clined to consent to any change, on the 
ground that if the ameer was conceded the 
privilege of direct diplomatic representation 
at the court of St. James, it would be used 
as an argument in favor of establishing di- 
rect diplomatic relations between the court 
of Cabul and other European governments, 
which is, of course, the last thing which the 
English would wish or tolerate.

ORDER MINERS 0 WORK 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEES A. 
POINT ARBITRATION MEMBERS. 


Select Presidents of Three District 
Councils te Act with a Similar Num- 
ber Representing Operaters — De- 
clare fer Peace Until Settlement 
Can Be Effected—Carroll D. Wright 
Declines te Express Opinion as to 
Whether Lockout Violates Award. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., April 21.—The executive 
boards of the mineworkers today issued in- 
structions that all miners now on strike or 
locked out, must return to work immediately, 
pending an adjustment of all differences by 
the board of conciliation provided for by the. 
strike commission. 

District Presidents T. D. Nicholls of Scran- 
ton, W H. Dettry of Hazleton, and John Fahy 
of Shamokin were selected as the miners’ 
represematives on the conciliation board. The 
board is to consist of six members, three ap- 
pointed by the operators and three by the 


miners. 
| Text of the Order. 


The order as issued is as follows: 

The executive boards of districts No. 1, 7, and 
9, having under coneideration the situation in the 
anthracite region, have, after careful considera- 
tion concluded that the best interests of our 
orgamsation will be conserved by immediate re- 
sumption of work at al) the mines where strikes 
or lockouts are now in force, and the reference of 
all matters of dispute to the joint board of con- 
ciliation provided for in the award of the anthra- 
cite coal strike commission. In order that adjust- 
ments may be facilitated, we have selected the 
presidents of districts No. 1, 7, and 8 to act as 
our representatives on the board of conciliation, 
and we have dcided to notify the presidents of 
the various coal carrying railroads that we are 
prepared to meet the representatives of the coal 
companies at the earliest possible date for the pur- 
pose of considering and adjusting all questions at 
issue growing out of the interpretation or appli- 
cation of the award. In pursuance of this action 
all mineworkers are advised and instriicted to re- 
sume work immediately and to continue all work 
in order that the differences may be adjusted in 
the manner as prescribed by the strike commission.

such a big ship after dark. The Kaiser left 

Cherbourg at half past 1 o’clock Thursday 

morning, being delayed at Southampton to 
take on 700 tons of fresh water. 

Although on its trial trip, the liner at- 
tained a speed of 23.80 knots an hour, it did 
not maintain any such record on this, the 
maiden westward of the Atlantic, 
the time being five days and twenty-three 
hours from Cherbourg to Sandy Hook over 
a course of 3,160 miles, which is seven hours 
and fourteen minutes behind the Deutsch- 
land’s maiden record. 

The voyage was uneventful. Rough seas 
were encountered for two days, and the sky 
was cloudy and overcast nearly every day. 
Much fog compelled the ship to reduce 
speed on one or two days. The liger Celtic 
was passed on Sunday, and also an Allan 
liner. It was found necessary to keep to 
the northerly route on account ofice. Four 
icebergs were passed April 19. 

The ship proved an excellent sea boat and 
“le iets steady, with only slight vibra- 

on. 

The arrapgements on board were much ap- 
proved by the passengers. The average 
run was over twenty-two knots, in spite of 
bad weather condtions and stoppage on ac- 
count of feg. The Kaiser II. proved better 


on its first voyage than did its predecessors, | 


the Kron Prinz Wilhelm and the Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse. It had 255 first cabin 
passengers, 169 in the second cabin, and 637 
in the steérage. 

On board are the president of the North 
German Lloyd une and the president and 
directors of the Vulcan shipbuilding works 
at Stettin, where the ship was built. The 
furnishings of the cabin and of the reception 
rooms are marvels of luxury ahd good taste, 
with an artistic tone throughout. es 

At, the captain's dinner on Monday evening 
remarks were made by a number of passen- 
gers laudatory of the ship and the command- 
er, Capt. Hegemann, formerly of the Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse. 

The Kaiser Wilhelm II. measures 20,000 
tons gross and is 706% feet long, 72 feet beam, 
52% feet molded depth, and draws when en 
29% feet. Twin propellers, 22 feet 10 inches 
in diameter, are driven by four sets of quad- 
ruple expansion éngines, two sets working on 
each shaft, with 40,000 aggregate horse- 
power. There are ninéteen boilers, with a 
heating surface of 107,639 feet, or about. 2½ 
acres. The steam pressure is 213 pounds per 
square inch. The Kaiser's coal bunkers carry 
5.700 tons, equal to the capacity of four of 
the biggest battleships afloat. The anchors 
weigh 23% tons each. There are 237 persons 
in the engine room staff alone, more than a 
third of the entire crew. 

The first cabin saloon ts 108 feet long and 
69 feet wide, with accommodations for 554 
passengers. Besides the large first clase 
cabins, the Kaiser has two imperial suites, 
containing dining, drawing, bed, and bath 
rooms, costing the voyager $2,000 who -eccu- 
pies one. There is a children’s saloon, a 
smoking room, typewriting room, drawing 
room, and two Vienna cafés. 2

It is interesting to 
know also that a Jacquard stripe or figure, 
as opposed to an embroidered one, is woven 


side. This likewise takes its name from its 
inventor, the son of a poor silk weaver 
named Jacquard, in Lyons, France. 


What to Choose. 

In white goods the fair shopper at Mandel’s 
will see wonderful figured or matelasse 
Sicilians, madras grounds with jardiniere ef- 
fects, a veiling with satin stripes, madras 
with cluster stripes, and Jacquard or woven 
figures, lacy stripes—Valenciennes in effect— 
also the silk and cotton, or tsatlee mix- 
tures, and in this same silk and cotton mix- 
ture there is the soft mummy weave with 
polka dots so much admired.

weave. 

Piques such as Mandel’s show are as popu- 
lar as ever, but come in a softer. finish than 
formerly.

TEXT CF NEW RACING BILL. 


Committee Measure Legalizing Betting 
from May 1 to Nov. 1 Is Reported 
to the House. ! 


Springfield, III., April 21.—Mr. Cavanagh 
from the committee on live stock and dairy- 
ing reported to the house today a committee 
bill regulating betting on horse races. Fol- 
lowing are the provisions of the bill: 


That for the purpose of encouraging the raising, 
improving, breeding, training, and exhibiting of 
horses it shall not be illegal for any and all in- 
dividuals owning or operating fair grounds and 
racetracks, or any and all corporations now or 
hereafter incorporated under the laws of the state 
of Illinois owning. or operating fair grounds or 
racetracks, whose charters contain the provision 
that the object, or one of the objects, of such cor- 

rations is to encourage, by providing the proper 
facilities therefor, the raising, training, breeding, 
or exhibition of horses within the actual enclosure 
of the grounds, during the time for any exhibi- 
tion or meeting, to permit the making of wagers 
upon the result of any and all running and trot- 
ting races and trials of speed and contests be- 
tween horses that may be had upon such grounds, 
and it shall be lawful during the time of any 
guch exhibition or meeting to make and permit 
the making of wagers within such enclosures upon 
the result of any and all running and trotting 
races and trials of speed and contests between 
horses that may be had upon any such grounds. 

Provided, however, that no wagers shall be per- 
mitted or shall be made except at such exhibition 
or meetings held between-the Ist day of May and 
the Ist day of November of any year, and between 
the hours of 1 o’clock p. m. and 6:30 o'clock p. m. 
of any day during such exhibitions or meetings.

temperature was much below the average, 
and excessive rains retarded farm work gen- 
erally throughout the Atlantic coast dis- 
tricta, the Ohio valley, and the southern por- 
tion of the bake region. 

The central and west gulf states and por- 
tfons of the southeastern Rocky mountain 
slope are much in need of rain, no apprecia- 
ble amount having fallen over a large part 
of these districts for more thantwo weeks. 

On the Pacific coast the cool weather has 
retarded growth and frosts have caused con- 
siderable injury in Oregon. Southern Cul- 
ifornia districts have received heavy rains, 
insuring an abundance of irrigation water. 


Siow progress has been made with corn 


planting throughout the corn beit and the 
middie and south states owing to 
cold, wet weather, while dry weather has 
impaired. the stands in the central and west 
gulf states. j 

Winter Wheat Still Good. 


The previousty reported excellent condi- 
tion of winter wheat in the principal winter 
wheat states continues unimpaired, except- 


‘ing to a slight extent in portions of the upper 


Ohio valley, where in some localities it is 
turning yellow. Less favorable reports are 
also received from the middle and south At- 
lantic states and portions of Texas. 

Seeding of spring wheat is general in all 
parts ofthe spring wheat region, but progress 
has not been rapid in southeastern Minnesota 
owing to wet soil. Early sown in lowa and 
South Dakota is germinating slowly, though 
even stands are indicated. On the north 
Pacific coast spring wheat seeding is much 
delayed. 

Oat seeding has been suspended over a large 
part of the central valleys, and the acreage 
in some sections is likely to be reduced in 
consequence. In the states of the lower 
Mississippi valley and in Texas the outlook 
for this crop is promising. 


Cotton Planting Progressing. . 
Rains in portions of the eastern districts 
and dry weather in central and western por- 
tions of the cotton belt have to some extent 
interfered with cotton planting; this work 
has, however, been vigorously pushed and 
has made fair progress. Warmth is generally 
needed throughout the cotton belt, with gen- 
eral rains in the central and western dis- 
tricts and dry weather in the eastern portion. 
Tobacco plants are plentifully and gen- 
erally well grown, except in Kentucky, where 
they are late. Transplanting continues in 

the Carolinas, and has begun in Florida. 
Although the frosts of the 18th caused 
further injury to fruit in the upper Ohio vail- 
ley the reports generally, excepting those 
respecting peaches, are more encouraging 
than those of the previous week. Apples ap- 


pear to have escaped injury in New England 


and the middle Atlantic states. Im California 
the fruit is mostly in good condition, having 
sustained less injury by frost than was esti- 
mated. Considerable early fruit has been in- 
jured by frequent frosts in Oregon, but in 
Washington the cool weather has kept the 
buds in check and little or no injury has re- 
sulted in that state. 
Reports by States. 

The following statements have been tele- 
graphed by state section directors: 

ILLINOIS—Unseasonabie weather and rains re- 
tarded all farm work the tirst of the week; wheat 
is still in exceilent condition; sowing oats ar- 
rested and many fields in unfinished state, the seed 
net having been covered. The goil is too wet for 
plowing; grasses, meadows, and pastures in fine 
condition. 

INDIANA—On account of rain and wet ground 
the sowing of oats, planting of potatoes, piowing 
for corn, and all simiiar work was almost entirely 
suspended throughout the week; a large acreage 
of oats is yet to be sown, but the delay is not re- 
garded as serious; frost on 17th And liéth, but ne 
damage; with rare exceptions the condition of 
wheat, rye, clover, timothy, pastures, and early 
sown oats continues excelient. 

MISSOU Rl—Week cold, cloudy, and showery, re- 
tarding all farm work; the soi] remains heavy; 
plowing and corn planting progressing slowly, 
except in a few counties; some corn is up in the 
south, but looks yellow; considerable cotton plant} 
ed; wheat, oats, and grasses making favorable 
progress; oats not all sown in north; apple bloom 
heavy; strawberries promising. 

OHIO—Frost general on 17th and 18th, some in- 
jury to peaches, pluma, and cherries in the south, 
central, and west portions, and strawberries in 
south, ae ground is too wet; wheat is turning 
yellow in places, but is improved in others. The 
general condition continues excellent. Pastures, 
grass, and rye are doing well; farm work is de- 
layed; some oate rotted in the ground. 

MICHIGAN—Field work is being resumed since 
the heavy rains of the early part of the week, and 
much low land is still fooded and wet; plowing 
and oat and pea seeding is general in the lower 
peninsula; little field work done in upper peninsula; 
some early potatoes planted; winter wheat, rye, old 
meadows, and new clover made good growth. 

WISCONSIN—The first of the week unfavorable 


| for plowing and seeding owing to heavy rains and 


cool weather; some farm work done in the latter 
part of the week; winter wheat and rye making 
satisfactory growth; grass and detz in- 
ning to start. 4 

MINNESOTA— Wet in extreme southeastern 
counties, but elsewhere there wae favorable 
weather, wheat seeding in al) portions except the 
low and flat lands till the 18th; some oat and 
barley seeding done, and in the southwest some 
early sown grains are sprouting; frosty mornings 
early in the week; winter rye and wheat, grasses, 
and small fruits wintered well. 

IOWA—The week began and ended wet, cold, and 
cloudy; seeding and plowing retarded and much 
land too wet for farm operations; continued wet 
weather likely to reduce the acreage of oats and 
barley in northern section; pastures making & 
vigorous start and stock grazing; early sown grain 
showing ® good stand. 

NORTH DAKOTA—Wheat seeding in general 
being more advanced in the southern and eastern 
than in the northern and western portions; a Httlh 
rye and oats also sown in eastern portion; soll in 
excellent condition; grasses slowly. 

SOUTH DAKOTA—Cool week, with beneficial 
and general rain in che latter part; field work 
progressed rapidly; spring wheat seeding nearing 
completion in the south and fairly advanced in the 
north portions; early sown germinating evenly, 
though slowly; oats and rye seeding favorably 
advanced; growth of grass moderate and some 
pasturage afforded; potato planting is becoming 

neral. 
oN EBRASK A—The temperature generally was de- 
low freezing on the 14th and 15th, but did only 
slight injury to fruit bloseomé@ rain would be 
beneficial in the southwestern and some southern 
counties; winter wheat in good condition and grow- 
ing well; spring wheat and oats nearly all sown; 
oats coming. up in southern counties; plowing for 
corm progressing rapidly. 

KANSAS—Wheat in fine condition, one county, 
however, reports early sown damaged by fly.

The University of Chicago press has issued 
in neat form The Diary and Letters of WII. 
helm Müller,“ edited by Philip Schuyler

Taft Hatfield of Northwestern university. 
Withelm Müller, father of the late Dr. Max 
Müller of Oxford, was one of the most pleas- 
ant lyricists of the nineteenth century and 
a conspicuous member of the later romantic 
school in Germany.

MRS. RONA SNOWBALL SAYS ALL 
MEN ARE DECEIVERS. 


False Note in Romance of Chicago 


Woman and Elleworth Gordon, a 
Galesburg Druggist, Has @ Tragic 
Ending at 337 La Salle Avenue— 
Woman May Die—Affair Kept trom 
Police for Two Day Girl Friend 
Gives Story a Melodramatic Tinge. 


“Do not put your trust in any man, Bessie, 
The best of them are deceivers.”’ 
With this faltering warning to Bessie Shea, 
her friend and confidant, Mrs. Rona B. Snow- 
ball became unconscious from the effects of 
a bullet which a few moments before she had 
fired into her own breast. This dramatic 
scene, as described last night by Miss Shea, 
occurred at the latter's home, 337 La Salle 
avenue, on Sunday at noon, but it was not 
until yesterday afternoon that the police 
were notified of the occurrence. Mrs. Snow- 
ball was removed from the Shea house to 
the Passavant hospital. There are slight 
hopes for her recovery. 

The fact became known the police 


through Elisworth Gordon, a Galesburg | 
(III.) druggist, to whom the woman had been 


engaged and with whom she is believed to 


have quarreled just before her attempted . 


suicide. Mr. Gordon came to Chicago yes- 
jterday, and at the hospital the woman de- 


clared to him that she had not tried to end 
her life. He asked the police to investigate 


fully the circumstances of the case. Mr. 


Gordon also summoned from Galesburg Miss 


Marie Snowball, a daughter of the woman, 
who has resided with her father, Thomas 
Snowball, since the separation and divorce 
of her parents some time ago. 


Bessie Shea Tells of Case. 

While Mr. Gordon questions the theory of 
attempted suicide, there appears to be no 
doubt of it in the minds of Mrs. George Shea, 
with whom Mrs. Snowball has lived since last 
September. Every member of the Shea 
household declares that the despondency of 
the woman for a month has been sufficient 
to keep them anxious about her. On Miss 
Bessie, to whom the older woman confided 
many of her troubles, her tragic ending has 
made a lasting impression. The girl told 
the story in melodramatic sentences last 
evening. One feature of the story which 
seemed to impress the girl deeply was the 
so-called vision of her possible death which 
came to Mrs. Snowball Saturday night. 

„She called me to her Sunday morning.“ 


said the girl, and told me that in the night 


she seemed to arise from her bed and to take 
her revolver. Just then Mr. Gordon’s moth- 
er appeared, and, touching her hand, shook 
her head. Then Mr. Gordon appeared, and 
his mother, taking a hand of each, piaced 
them together and said: ‘Be brave, my 
children. Everything will come out well.’ 


She said this meant a great deal to her, be- 


cause Mrs. Gordon had committed suicide, 
Letter Comes, Shoots Herself. 


“During the morning she received a let-. 


ter from Mr. Gordon, and it made her feel 
sad. She showed it to me and she under- 
stood from it that the end had come to all 
affairs between them. About 1 o’clock she 
called to me. When I was half way up the 
stairs I heard the shot. I ran into the room 
and there she lay on the floor. In one 
hand was the revolver, and in the other was 
a photograph of Mr. Gordon. Her life blood 
had dyed it red: When I entered the room 
she held up the photograph and said: 

Bessie, tell him I died still loving him.’ 
Then she sank back, and then revived and 
said: 

*** Do not put your trust in any man, Bessie. 
The best of them are deceivers.’ 

According to the members of the Shea 
household, Mrs. Snowball visited Galesburg 
on Thursday, returning Friday night. On 
Saturday she received the first of two let- 
ters, which Miss Bessie says were the cause 
of her unusual despondency. These lettersare 
now in the possession of the girl, together 
with a fourteen page letter which Mrs. Snow- 
ball is said to have written to Mr. Gordon 
Sunday forenoon. There is a controversy 
on between the police and Mr. Gordon over 
the possession of these letters. 


Gordon’s Letters Declared Unkind. 


Both the Gordon letters, according to Miss | 


Shea, were unkind. In the latter he spoke 
of the opposition of his brother to his friend- 
ship for her, and said in substance: ö 

I got hauled over the coals for being seen 
with you Thursday evening. Now I would 
not lose my brother's friendship for any wom- 
an. I guess another week will end it for us.“ 

Mrs. Shea said last night that she had not 
notified the police of the tragedy for the rea- 
son that she thought the physician who 
was called and the hospital authorities would 
attend to that. All the persons connected 
with the tragedy are well known in Gales- 
burg, where Snowball is a mechanic on the 
Narrow Gauge railroad. Gordon is a well to 
do druggist. | 

Gordon Doubts Suicide Theory. 

In speaking of the affair Mr. Gordon said: 
“When I arrived in Chicago I held a con- 
versation with Mrs. Snowball, and she de- 
nied to me that she had attempted to kill her- 
self, and I am not satisfied with the present 
look of affairs. I want the case investigated 
‘further. We were to have been married on 
May 14, and she was to return to Galesburg 
with me, where I have provided a home for 
her.“ 

Capt. Rehm said last evening: Every 
particle of evidence which I have secured 
points to attempted suicide, and there is no 
doubt in my mind that such was the case. 
I will do evérything in my power to assist 
Mr. Gordon.”
